Adriccs received here yoslerday from 
tho mainland state that from Yale to tho 
42 mile houso tho wagon-road is covered 
in many places with snow 2^ feot deep. 
In other localities the grouncf is bai-o and 
sleighing is thus rondorod extremely dif- 
ficult and tedious. Notwithstanding this 
tho mails aro brought througli with a 
regularity which only prodigious efforts 
could accomplish. From tho 42-milo 
house to Clinton tho rnad is entirely froo 
from snow and wheeling is good, but from 
tho latter placo to Quesnello sleighing has 
again to bo resorted to over about 3 foot 
of snow. During tho winter months the 
travel lias been so slight that no regular 
track is broken and the aloighing is only 
fit for light teams. On several occasivins 
when tho weather has boon comparatively 
warm it has been necessary to delay 
travelling until tho cold of tho evening 
set in. When a porinanont thaw takes 
place tho road will bo no.xt to iinpas,jablo. 
There lias boon no travel over tho ruad 
from Quesnello to Barkervillo except 
by tlio one-horao tobogan which 
haa carried tho mail. When the 
warm weather comes tho road will be 
in a lamentable condition, but tho mails 
will bo dolivorod as regularly as possible 
On Tuesday morning last at Clinton the 
thermometer stood at zero and at Bridge 
Crook 10 degrees below zero. Tho re- 
ports coiicorntng tho condition of cattle 
are much more favorable and it is now 
thought that not moro than one quarter 
ef the loBS originally anticipated will bo 
actually experienced. A band of 65 head 
of cattle is on tho way d own from Cache 
Creek, and will leave Yalo ou tlio 8th 
inst. for this city. From that date beef 
cattle will bo shipped at regular inter- 
vals.

At Bridge Creek ou Sun- 
day last tho themomoter registered 20 
degrees below zero, but fortunately in 
this vicinity there is no scarcity of fodder 
for cattlo. Beak and McKinlay aro both 
well suiipliud. On the Thompson and 
Bonaparte nearly all the snow has dis- 
appeared and cattle aro doing well. At 
Kamloops there is but littio bare ground 
as yet. Stock, novortholosa, i,i doing 
fairly. Van Volkonburgh'a sheep on tho 
Frasor are getting along favorably and 
Pete Fraser in Nicola Valley will bo ablo 
to save hisfloek as he atiU has a good 
supply of feed on hand. Other sheep 
owners in tho latter district, however, 
will bo lioavy losers. From tho Slat to 
the 2(jth ult. tho weather at Lillooot and 
Clinton was clear and goniivl, but since 
tho latter date a cold spell of unprecedent- 
ed severity for this time of tho year lias 
set in. On the 28th ult. Jam«s Maxfiold, 
who is at Clinton suffering from Bright 's 
disease of the kidneys, was still lingering; 
little hopo, however, is entertained for 
his recoverj".

tConcludod.) 

Hon. Mr, Cornwall — I was asking tho 
hon. gentleman whether ho thought it 
was by holding these Indians in a state of 
tutelage, or as children that thoy acquir- 
ed this property ho speaks of 1 Was it 
not because they onjoy tho same rights 
and immunities ; and was it not because 
thoy woro protected by the same laws and 
transacted their business, took care of 
their own affairs, and were encouraged 
and protected in cvory way that the Brit- 
ish Columbia Indians have been moro suc- 
cessful than tho Indians of any other part 
of the Dominion of Canada ? Thoso are 
the reasons, and such are the causes, 
which have enabled tho Indians of my 
Province to occupy and cultivate compar- 
atively large tracts of country, and to ac- 
cumulate personal property. In my own 
neighborhood there are several Indian 
farms that number hundreds of acres in 
extent, cultivated year by year, and the 
proceeds are disposed of just in tho same 
way as tho prodvcts of white seUlors' 
farms would be. Thereforo, I think, if 
wc take all these things into consideration 
it must be allowed that the -policy which 
had been in operation iii British Colum- 
bia prior to tho Union must havo been 
one eminently suited to tho wanta of the 
Indians ond the character of tho country 
in which they lived. 

Hon. Mr. Scott — I take this ground, 
and I aay tliat it is incontrovertible, that 
the Indian title in British Columbia has 
never been extinguished, as it has boon in 
all other parts of tho Dominion, by regu- 
lar treaties. Tho policy laid down two 
hundred years ago, and which has boon 
faithfully carried out in this country ovor 
since, w.na to .acquire the titio of tho In- 
dians to their lands. Tho United States 
commenced in the same way, but of lato 
years thoy liavo violated their treaties 
with tho Indian tribes, and tho results 
are seen in destructive wars, entailing 
largo loss of life and heavy expenses upon 
tlio nation. Tho Indiana in Britisli Col- 
umbia are some 45,000 in number, nearly 
as many as in all other parts of tho Dom- 
inion. Before the Province was united 
to Canada tho aborigines took care of 
themselves. The whites wero few in num- 
ber, and woro not able to copo with tho 
Indiana. Tho commission which waa 
formed' to settle the Indian diffioulty was 
a necessity, to avert bloodshed in tho Pro- 
vince. 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall — No, nol 

Hon. Mr, Scott — Tho hon. gentleman 
says "No," but I am sure that the loader 
of tho Government in this Houso, if ho 
will consult the documents in the Depart- 
ment of tho Interior, will see that appeals 
wore made bj* tho pcjplo of British Col- 
umbia to send the Mounted Police or an 
armed force into tho Province to protect 
them' from the Indians. 

Hon. Sir Alex. CarapboU — I am not 
aw-aro that any such appeols wero made. 

Hon. Mrj^^iSoott^Well, .1 ..am aware 
that appoaU:were>^c^'d^^ for:' armed ossis- 
tanco, and the Oomtiiiission was organized 
for the very purpose of endeavoring to 
conciliate tho Indians and prevent an 
open rupture between them and tho 
white population. 

Hon. Mr. Nelaon — I should like to ask 
tho hon. gentleman whether tho appeals 
for help came from the Govornmont of 
British Columbia or from tho Commis- 
sioners ? 

Hon. Mr. Scott — Some of them from 
tho Indian Commissionera, and I speak 
subjebc .to correction' I think one from 
tho Government of British Cblumbia, 

stating that it would bo dosirablo to send 
some of tho Montreal Police into the 
Province to protoctithe white population. 
However, although the hon. Senato from 
Ashcroft finds fault with my strong lan- 
guage—it may possibly bo strong, but it 
about conveys the true moaning of tho 
aituation — he admits practically that the 
Indian title was not extinguished. Ho 
says that the handful of white settlers in 
the Province treated tho Indians with 
groat liberality vvhen they landed upon 
their coast,. and allotted to them, out of 
their own patrimony, they had belonged 
to their tribes for. centuries, ten acres 
apiece. 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall. — ^I beg the hon. 
gentleman's pardon : I said nothing of 
tho sort. 

Hon. Mr. Scott— Well, that is tho 
amount that they contemplated allotting, 
but the Indians took good care that they 
were not to bo restricted to ton acres 
each, and this Commission was the result 
of a gravo necessity to avert bloadahed. 
It was no part of our bargain with Brit- 
iah Columbia that we were to pay these 
Indians} yet 'we wero called upon last 
year to expend nearly §50,000 for that 
purpose. Are wo not justified, therefore, 
in pointing to that fact as evidcnco that 
tho state of affairs in British Columbia, 
in reference t.) t\ii> Indians, is, to use a 
mild term, extremely unsatisfactory? 

Hon. Mr.^Macdonald— I happen to bo 
one of tKe'handfiil bf-iiien whb'lande'd* in 
British Columbia. I arrived there in 
1851, and I know that, instead of treat- 
ing the Indians unjustly, thoy wero 
treated most justly, called together by 
Governor Sir James Douglas, who told 
them that ho wished to pnrchaso certain 
parts of their lands with a view to set- 
tling upon them. The Indians said "Yes, 
wo will give you our lands if you will pay 
us for them, anp wo will keep some for 
ourselves." The lands ■were .purchased 
and paid for iniblankots, guns and goods 
of differelit'khidri. ''t'lZJ^'"' ^" 

Hon. , Mr. • Scott — Did you settle in 
that way with all tho tribes 1 

Hen. Mr. Macdonald— No ; but wo 
; settled with part of them and they select- 
ed tl^e reseryeB. There is now, opposite 



tho city of Victoria, a reserve of seventy 
acres, only five of which they occupy. 
It is a well known fact that prior to the 
Union of the Province with Canada, tho 
Indians never had any complaints, nevor 
complained of small reserves, and that is 
why this clau.sc w as put - in the Union 
Act. Our peoplo treated tho Indiana 
fairly and justly. All that they asked 
for was that the Indians should be treat- 
ed as liberally as they had boon before. 
The Indians never claimed moro of the 
country than their own reserves, never 
claimed tho whole country, and so lung 
as thdseTe8erves';wero guaranteed to them 
that was all that viras required. Treaties 
extinguishing titles wero not necessary, 
But, directly the Indian Commissioners 
were appointed, and the Government of 
this country began to deal with tho ques- 
tion, there were complaints. Tho dis- 
satisfaction was excited by tho clergy and 
priests in the country, who urged them 
to demand larfjo reserves. This is the im- 
pression : that it wjis tho work of design- 
ing men, thoso who knew tho Indiana 
had no fear of bloodshed. In connection 
with tho reserves, a great evil is boing 
wrought, There is a wholesale sacri- 
fice of good lands to the Indians, who 
Will never utilize thom, and whito people 
will be prevented from settling there. 
tSo far from tho Indians objecting to the 
presence of tho whites amongst them, it 
so happens that thoy woro giad to havo 
them in the country. At one place tho 
Hudson Bay Company built a fort, which 
they subsequently decided to abandon. 
^yhon the Indians heard of thoir inten- 
tion thoy tried to prevent them from 
from going, and tho whites had actually 
to abandon that fort, in tho middle of tho 
night, and escape in their ships. The 
Indians wore determined to keep thom, 
because thoy had the benefit of their 
trade ond thoir protection from other 
tribes. I do not tliink that tho Hudson 
Bay Company ever found it necessary to 
pay for tho sites of their forts, because 
tho Indians wore always glad to have 
them in tho country. With regard to 
the size of the reserves, ten acres' would, 
in some parts of the Province, be large 
enough. A family of five would bo en- 
titled to fifty acre.s, and that is moro 
bnd than thoy could uso in othor parts 
of the country; where there is only pas- 
ture lands, larger reserves aro required, 
and larger areas are allotted to them, 
much of which.thojr do not use.

The "gallery boys" in tho Birm ing- 
bam theatre are practising a system of 
blackmailing, and take on tbemsoIveB 
tho"offico of hissing or applauding those 
actors and actresso.'? who refuse to sa- 
tisfy their claims, Thoy follow tho 
performers home from the theatre, and 
when tiiey reach a dark and lonely 
spot pounce upon and demand money 
from their ^ctims. One actor who re- 
fused has been ever since persistently 
hissed every night. To such a height 
has the nuisance grown that several 
performers aro thinking of tlirowing 
up their engagements. 

The late Dr. O'Leary, M, P., was 
the smallest man in the House of 
Commons, but hud the largest voice. 
On the occasion ou which be naade his 
maiden speech, the preceding speaker 
had resumed his seat, there was the 
usual rush of members to their feet to 
catch the speaker's eye and from bov- 
eral parts of the House the prefatory

TO FURTHER AHERD THE POUND aV- 
lAW, 1878. 

WHEREAS it 13 expedient lo further 
amend the City Pound Bylaw; 
DE IT. ENACTED BY : THE^ "JFATTOR 



and Councillors of Uioi'Gitfp' 



asfollows:— ■ ■ . 

Notwithstahdiiig^anything contained in 
tho Victoria City Pound ■Bylalvir,' 1878, it 
shall bo lawful for tlio Mayor and Coun- 
cil, by such person as thoy .shall bj- reso- 
lution appoint, upon tho application of 
any person residing witliin tho City of 
Victoria and owning or icecping within 
tho limits of tho said City a dog or dojgs, 
to issua to such person a' liconso dntitlin^; 
such person to pcrniit his dog or dogs' to 
run at large within tlio limits of tho City 
of Victoria aforesaid. Such license .sliall ho 
granted so as to tcnuinato on tho thirty- 
first day of December in each and ever}' 
year, find shall bo issued to such por.son 
on payment by hirn of tho .-.uiii of two 
dollars. 

2. It shall bo tho duty of thu Collector, 
or other officer, or, servant of tho Corpora- 
tion duly ■ authorized , by resolution , for; 
that purpb86,^iqn issuing tho said , JJcenso 
tpi ^ogia'tar iii.a book to bp topt fori that 
purpose a description of tho dog in re- 
spect of which such license shall he grant- 
ed and tho name of tho pcr.sou to whom 
suclr license sliall he delivered. Aiul tlio 
odicer or servant of the Corporation issu- 
ing sucli license shall at tlio same time 
deliver to the applicant therefor a, metal 
badgo or tag stamped ''ivith , the yejir in, 
whichsuch badge or tug 3hallbois8Uf,4ftpAa 
number corresponding with tlip; .nv|i^t)or 
of the record of tho issue of tho^l|c(;nso 
issued in respect, 0/ audi dog., ^.j^. , _ _ 

3. The pwner. or' keeper of anynlog in. 
respect of which such license shall bo 
issued as aforesaid shall cause a collar to 
bo constantly worn by such dog, witli tho 
metal badgo or t.ig mentioned in section 
two of this Bylaw attached thereto. 

4. No dog sliall bo pomiitted to' go at 
largo in tho City of Victoria i.iiless such 
dog shall wear a rnotal badgo or ',!>.!.; to bo 
used under tho provisions of tliis Byiiin-, 
and in case any dog sliall be found looao 
or going at largo as aforesaid contrary to 
tho provisions of this Bylaw the owner or 
keeper of such dog 'shall forfeit and pay a 
fino or penalty of not moro ' than twenty 
dollars, to bo recovered in tho manner 
provided for in tho tenth section of "Tlic 
V'ictoria Rovonuo Bylaw, 1870." 

And notwithstanding tho imposition of 
any fino under tho provisions of this By- 
law, such dog shall bo liable to bo im- 
pounded and dealt with in all respects in 
tho same manner as if tliis Bylaw liad not 
been passed. 

6. On complaint being made to tlio 
Collector of Taxes of the City of Victoria 
of any dog kept within tho City limits 
habitually > disturbing tho quiet of any 
person or persons whomROovor by bark- 
ing or howlina, or endangering the safety 
of any person by biting or otherwise, the 
Collector of Taxes on sncli conipldint sliall 
issue or cause to bo ia.siied notioo of such 
complaint to tho owner or person keeping 
such dog and' shall causo such 'person to 
remove' or destroy such dog within three 
days after tho service of snch notice upon 
such person. And if any person upon 
whom any such notico shall bo served as 
aforesaid shall neglect to remove or de- 
stroy such dog within tho period limited 
in such notico, ho shall incur a penalty 
not exceeding the sum of twenty dollars, 
to bo recovered' by way of summary pro- 
ceedings before any Justioo of tho Peace 
having jurisdiction witliin tlio City limits, 
and payment of any fino imposed under 
tlio provisions of tliis .section may bo on- 
forced in tho manner provided in the tenth

Provided always thai such' Justice" of 
the Peace shall bo satisfied by proper evi- 
dence that such dog had in manner afore- 
said habitually disturbed the quiet of any 
person or persons in tlie City or had en- 
dangered the safety of any person or per- 
sona in tho said City by biting or other- 
wise.
